8.) fell away from the ancient 
Doctrine of its firſt Teachers, from 
the Profeſſion of Humility and Meck- 
neſs, from the Footſteps of an Incarnate 
Js us, Whoſe Kingdom was not of this 
World, to the Helliſh Pride of aſpiring 
to domineer over Empires and States, 
what a Carnage was then to be feen? 
What a Deluge, not of Blood, ſo much 
as of Errors, over ran the World 2 Rome 
was never more full of dead Bodies, 
than Europe then was of miſled Souls. 
| * | Every 
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Every Sex, every Age, every Condi- 
tion, Noble and Baſe, Wanderers, and 
Men of great Poſleſhons, bowed down 
to this Baal, who as a God ſinteth in 
the Temple of God * on that very Altar A. 
where they pretend is placed the very cn a- 
Son of God. Cajus Caligula (as we u wo 
read in Foſephns) indeed join d Hands e, placed m 
with the Statue of Jupiter in the Ca- e lter. 
pitol, and ſome Kings are ſtill ador'd 
as Deities by the Multitude: But it 
was a grievous falling away, for a Chri- 
ſtian Church to do ſo; for a Chriſtian 
Church to wear two Faces, to look 
back upon Heatheniſm, and forwards 
on Chriſtianity, to worſhip Janus, to 
join in one Religion what Pagan Rome 
had formerly worſhipped, and what the 
Chriſtians of late had been taught. St. 
Paul indeed tells us, that this was to 2 Theſal.c 2. 
be, and tells the Means by which it was 
to be brought to paſs: it was to be 
done, After the working of Satan, with 
all Power, and Signs, and lying Wonders. 

The inundation of Barbarians ruin'd 
the Empire; when the 'Empire was 
broken, Learning was loſt; and when 
Learning was wanting, then was built 
Popery, another Babel of Confuſion. St. 
Gregory of Tours gives remarkable In- 
ſtances of this, when he ſays, that in 
his Time ſcarce any one knew the 
Grammar, which if he had not told us, 
was eaſy enough to be ſeen by his very 

Stile, 
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Stile, for he has neither choice of Mat- 

ter nor Order; his Hiſtory is a confuſed 

Medley of Eccleſiaſtical and tempo- 

ral Events, and for the moſt part, 

made up of Things of no Moment;

| Have received Yours ſome time ago, 
and thro' Multiplicity of Buſineſs, 
have been detained from returning you 
an Anſwer ſo ſoon as I could have 
wiſhed. Nor is this my only Reaſon ; 
for having delayed ſo long anſwering 
your kind Letter ; I thought that my 
Divine Truths vindicated, would have 
been publiſhed before now; which would 
have laid before you, in an ample 
manner, the Motives that induced me 
to make ſo great a Change. How- 
ever, ſince there is a Delay in pub- 
liſhing of them, occaſioned by my pre- 
ſent hard Fortune, which my Change 
of Religion, and the ill Uſage and In- 
juſtice of thoſe I have left, have re- 
duced me to, I will give you ſome of 
the principal Motives that made me do 

as I have done, and lay before you my 

Way of thinking, in as ſuccin&t a Man- 

ner as I can ; leaving a more particular 

Enquiry to another Time. I confeſs, 

I was, when concerned in the Contro- 

verſie Club in Earls-Court with you, 
2 Ga zealous for the Cauſe that you 
* W now think right; but I was led away 

B 2 by 
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genuine from ſpurious Authors: for wan 
of which, I find I have crudely ſwals 
lowed down, without Diſtinction, falſe 
Authorities, dwelt upon falſe Works of 
the Fathers, and oftentimes have been 
deceived by Impoſtors, who in later 
Ages have aflumed the Names of Pri- 
mitive Fathers. When I perceived this 
to be Fact, I was exccedingly uneaſie; for 
I knew very well, that where Lies 
were a Foundation, and Props were 
Impoſtors, Truth could not dwell : For 
this Reaſon, I began to look for a 
Rule of Faith, to. which I might com- 
pare the Principles of Religion which 
I had imbibed ; and among the many 
that offered themſelves to me, none 
ſeemed to have ſo much Weight as 
that of Feron. id

Feron's Rule is this.

Tus was approved of by the Uni- 
verſity of Srbon, and in the Year 1645, 
by the whole Aſſembly of the Gallicau 
Church, apd afterwards by the Vallen- 
burchs, Biſhops of Germany. It contains 
two Propoſitions. The firſt is, All that, 
and only that, is of Catholick Faith, 
| which 


againſt Popery. 
which is revealed in the Word of God : 
The ſecond Propoſition is, And which 
is propoled by the Catholick Church 
to all, to be believed with. a Divine 
Faith. For it is manifeſt, that there 
are, and may be, hidden Truths in holy 
Writ, that either Divines controvert . as 
they have different Thoughts, or which 
are ſo obſcure, that they are not well 
to be underſtood ; both which, as they 
are not propoſed by the Catholick or 
Univerſal Church, to be believed with a 
Divine Faith in any explanatory Words, 
therefore are not of Catholick Faith 
in any gloſſes that different Writers put 
them into: Nor is any thing to be be- 
lieved with a Divine Faith, which is not 
revealed in the Word of God, nor is 
propoſed by the Catholick, that is, the 
Univerſal Church of all Times, Places, 
and Ages. For what is in the Word 
of God is Truth, and Truth is invari- 
able, never to be altered by Times, 
Places, or intereſted Views. Chriſt 
came into the World to teach this Truth; 
for he was the Light of Men, John i. 4. 
the true Light, ib. o. 9. for, to this End 
was 1 born, ſays he, for this End I came 
into the World, that I ſhould bear VWitneſs 
unto Truth, John xviii. . 379. And, I 
am the Way, the Truth, and the Life, 
John xiv. b. 6. I have given unto them 
the Words which thou gaceſt me; 
ſays Chriſt in his Prayer to his Heavenly 
B 3 Father, 
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Father, Fohn xvii. 8. And when he 
ſpeaks to the Apoſtles themſelves, he 
ays, All Things that ] have heard 

from my Father, I have made known unto 
you, John xv. 15. St. Paul was not un- 
acquainted of this great Knowledge that 
the Apoſtles had receiv'd, and with what 
Certainty it was to be depended on, 
when he ſaid, tho an Angel from Hea- 
den preach any other Goſpel unto you, than 
that which we have preached unto you, 
let him be accurſed, Gal. i. 8. And that 
it was not in the New Teſtament alone 
that we ſhould acquieſce, the Bleſſed 
Jeſus orders us, to Search the Scriptures, 
for they are they which teſtifie of him, 
John v. 39. He gives us no Injunction 
to go to any particular Church or Con- 
gregation, excepting only in the Caſe of 
Fraternal Correction, Mat. xviii. 17. But 
his Injunctions are, to Search the Scri- 
prures, to hear his Word, to keep bis 
Saying, John viii. 46. He requires no 
more, Yerily, verily, he ſays, if any 
Man keep my Saying, he ſhall never ſee 
Death. The Apoſtles had the ſame 
Sentiment and Doctrine which their 
Bleſſed Maſter had. St. Paul ſays, that 
the Holy Scriptures are able to make us 
wiſe unto Salvation ; that all Scripture is 
given by Inſpiration of God, &c. that the 
Man of God may be perfett, 2 Tim. iii. 
der. 15, 16, 17. From all which it is 
plain, that the Bleſſed Jeſus had the 
| Word 
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Word of God, that he left it to his 
Apoſtles, that they aſſure us tis in the 
Scriptures, and that we. are by no 
Means to believe otherwiſe than they 
taught us. But as all this regards 
chiefly the firſt Part. or Propoſition of 
Feron's Concluſion, vis. Revelation in 
the Word of God; let us hear what 
Antiquity ſays upon it. Tertullian 
ſays tis Hereſie to ſay that the Apoſtles 
did not know all Things neceſſary to 
Salvation; or that they did not teach 
all that they knew. He goes on and 
tells us, that what was taught firſt was 
true and divine, and that what was 
added afterwards, was falſe and adul- 
terate. And the Reaſon feems to be 
the Words of St. Paul, Curſed is the 
Man that preaches any other Goſpel than 
what was preached by the Apoſtles,

FROM hence I preſume it muſt be 
granted, that Antiquity underſtood that 
the Apoſtles knew and taught all that 
was neceſlary to Salvation ; and that 
other Conſtitutions, Decrees, or Canons, 
cannot preſcribe againſt them, but muſt 
only copy after them. 

Bur ſince the ſacred Writers and 
the Apoſtles did not write or ſpeak in 
any of our Modern Languages, the 
Querie will be, where ſhall we find this

of Rome in the Canon Law decrees, 
that the Faith and Integrity of the 
old Scriptures ſhall be examined by the 
Hebrew, and that the ſame of the 
New "Teſtament ſhall be weigh'd by the 
Conformity they bear to the Creek, 
Diſt. 9. c. ceterem. However, the 
Council of Trent has declared the La- 
tin Vulgate, the authentick Copy of 
holy Writ, in Prejudice to all Origi- 
nals: and by this Means the Church 
of Rome has flung it ſelf into a Laby- 


rinth of inextricable Difficulties. 


Berokt St. Ferom's Time, the Church

Then St. Jerome tranſlated 
the old Scripture out of the Hexapla's 
and Oftapla's of Origen ; but a Verſion 
of the New he did not make; he cor- 
rected only that which was made, at 
the Requeſt of Pope Damaſus, as ap- 
pears out of his Preface to the Goſpels. - 
After that, he made a new Verſion out 
of the Hebrew, which met with a great

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NoTHING was attempted for many 
Ages after, till in the latter End of 
the fifteenth Century, Santes Pagninus, 
at the Requeſt of Pope Leo the tenth, 
began a new Tranſlation out of Hebrew, 
which after 25 Years Labour he publiſh'd 
in 1523. 'This Verſion was reprinted by 
Arias Montanus with ſome Alterations, 
for the Benefit of Students. He did not 
take Pagninus's Words away, but remo- 
ved them from the Text into the Mar- 
gin, for the more commodious placing 
the Latin Words under the Words of 
the Original Languages. | 

Bur now it was Time for another 
Turn; for the Church of Rome took 
to the old Yuleate again. The Learn- 
ed Mr. Walton ſays, that Flaminins 
Nobilis took this Vulgate out of the 
Fathers. And thus it appears the beſt 
Verſion again, after it had laid dormant 
the Space of a thouſand Years. The 
Council of Trent (Seſſ. 4.) decreed 
the Vetus and Fulgata editio to be 
authentick ; it did this, the eighth of 
April, Anno 1546. Nevertheleſs, Stu 
Quintus, who was made Pope in 1585, 
alter'd this, and decreed his own Edi- 
tion of the Bible to be the old Vulgate 
and Authentick. And Pope Clement 
the eighth, who came to the Chair in 


1592. made other Alterations again, 


and decreed his to be the true ancient 
Vulgate, and to be that Authentick, 
which 
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which the Council of Trent decreed to 
be ſo, tho it was put out forty Years 
after that Council had paſſed ſuch a

There are many other Editions of 
the Romiſh Bible of great Note, as the 
Bible of Alcala; The Royal Polyglott 
of King Philip ; The Biblia maxima of i 
Paris; That of the Doctors of Louvain, i 
which was publiſhed to perfect that, of 
Henteninus.

What all Chriſtians believe, what 
every where is believed, what at all 
times was believed, all that is propoſed 
to us to bo believed by the Catholick 
or Univerſal Church. And whatever 
is new minted, *of late ſtanding in ſome 
Places, and by ſome Men only believed, 
is not of Catholick Faith. 

Now the beſt Way to know the 
Voice of all Men, of all Times, and of 
all Places, is to conſult thoſe general 
Councils wherein Biſhops from all Parts 
of the World were preſent, or whoſe 
Deciſions the Biſhops of all Parts of 
the World have publickly autho- 
rized and received. The Number of 
theſe, we are told by Cardinal Pool, in 
a Council which he held at London, 
by his calling the Council of Florence 
the eighth General Council; for if 
that be the eighth, all betwixt that

Facun- 
aus, another AfricanBiſhop, did the ſame 
T heodore, a third African Biſhop, ended 
his Life in a miſerable Baniſhment for 
the ſame cauſe. The Biſhops of Milan, 
Venice, Tuſcany, and ria, all to a Man 
rejected this Council. Caſſiodorus does 
not reckon this among the General 
Councils, nor did St. Gregory the Great 
(I. 3. epiſt. ep. 37.) The 14th Council 
of Toledo held in 684, reckons the four 
firſt General Councils, and then the Sixth, 
but takes no notice of this; ſo that the 
Church of England juſtly rejects this 
Council as being neither Free nor Gene- 
ral. Neither this nor the Sixth made 
any Canons touching Diſcipline, ſo that 
now we come to the four Firſt, which 
the Church of England receives as tru- 
ly Catholick and General. Theſe are 
the ſtandard of Chriſtianity, the depo- 
ſitaries of divine Revelation, and from 
the Mouth of theſe we learn the form 
of ſound Words, and all that manner of 
living which the Apoſtles taught, and 
would have us pleaſe God in, that we 
might abound more and more, 1 The. 
iv. 1. Whatever Doctrines the long con- 
tinued Perſecutions from the Apoſtles 
times till the Empire of Conſtantine, had 
kept ſecretly glowing in the Hearts of 
the Faithful, now blazed out and

againſt Popery. 
appear'd in the Paſtors of the People, 
met from all parts of the World, to 
declare how they had been Taught, and 
how the Scriptures had been open'd to 
them, in the ſeveral. Nations wherein 
the Goſpel had been Preached. Theſe 
are of that great weight, that in the 
Reformation of the Church, they have 
been ever appeal'd to. It was the ad- 


ctice the obſervance of the ancient Ca- 
nons, particularly of the four Firſt Ge- 
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ſhop of Mende, in the ſame Council ad- 
viſed the Pope to have recourſe to An- 
tiquity in his pretenſions to Reformation, 
and tells him that he has not power to 
make new Laws contrary to the ancient 
Canons. Chriſtian Religion is not the 
Invention of Man, but a Work of God. 
It had at firſt all its Perfection, as well 
as the Univerſe, when it was firſt crea- 
ted. And it would be a moſt deteſta- 
ble error to think that after-ages knew 
or found any thing, either touching 
Belief, or the conduct of Life, more 
profitable, more wiſe, and more ſub- 
lime, than what Feſus Chrift told his 
Apoſtles, and his Apoſtles their Diſciples, 
and their Diſciples told to theirfollowers, 
down to the times when the Goſpel ap- 
pear d in a glaring Light, and theſe 
Councils were conven'd. |

Whether the Church of England has 
been as happy as it could wiſh, in its 
appeal to the Primitive Ages; the In- 
fancy of the Church, theſe four General 
Councils; that knows beſt: But this is 
moſt certain, that in all the Points con- 
troverted betwixt theChurch of England 
and the Church of Rome, either there is 
no mention of them in theſe four Ge- 
neral Councils, and thoſe other Councils 
which theſe four have adopted into the 
Code of the Univerſal Church, or elſe 
they ſpeak directly for the Church of 
England againſt the Church of Rome: 
Which to me is an Argument, that 'tis 
impoſſible to be a Roman Catholick, 
without flinging up the four firſt Gene- 
ral Councils and all Primitive Ages; 
and the conſequence of that is flinging 
up all Chriſtianity. ö 

But not to barely ſay this, I will in- 
ſiſt upon it to be Fact, in deſcending to 
particular Points. And firſt as to the 
Pope's Supremacy. 

The Firſt thing that is brought to 
aſſert it, by any Prince, is the Donation 
of Conſtantine ; but all the World knows 
that to be all forgd. And ſo all Popes

a Saint and a Martyr, yet 'tis certain

of any Biſhops of Rome being Martyrs 
founded upon Antiquity, excepting Te- 
leſphorus alone; for as to what is related 
in the Pontifical Books, all that is of 
no manner of Authority. Pope Euſe- 
bius and his Epiſtles are of the ſame 
ſtamp; for ſuch a Man was not, and 
the Letters attributed to him, aſſerting 
a Supremacy, are ſhewed by Labbe in 
his Councils to have been taken from 
Modern Authors. Melchiades is ſaid 
to have ſucceeded, and to have written 
an Epiſtle in vindication of the Supre- 
macy, but this Epiſtle is dated after 
he was dead, as we read in the Ponti- 
fical ; ſo that it could not be his. Be- 
ſides, this Pope was commanded by 
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Pin abr. 
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Conſtantine the Great to ſtand in joint 
Commiſhon with other Biſhops of Gaul 


and Fahy to hear the affair of one Cz- 
cilian; and there his ſentiment was no 


more than that of another Biſhop in 
the ſame Council; they gave their o- 
pinion, but the Emperor referved to 
himſelf the determination. At ſo low 
and ebb was the Supremacy in thoſe 

times. | 
In the ſame Emperor's Reign, was 
conven'd the Firſt General Council of 
Nice; in the ſixth Canon of this Coun- 
cil 'tis decreed, that the Biſhop of 
Alexandria ſhould have Juriſdiction over 
ſome Neighbouring Provinces, becauſe 
Rome had ſo too, and that every Church 
ſhould keep its own Privileges. Rag

2 Notes, ſays au Pin.) Faleſius in his 


Notes confeſſes that thoſe Words, of 
it being an Eccleſiaſtical Rule or ſa- 
cerdotal Law to have the approbation of 
the Biſhop of Rome, are in no authentick 
Copy, nor in the Original; that the O- 
riginal of theſe Letters is only in the 
Works of St. At hanaſius, Apolog. 2. who 
mentions nothing like what is pretended 
to have been written by $ozomen; that

And the Biſhops of Rome 
wanted ſuch a precedent in Africa, 
when they receivd an Appeal from 
thence, and ſent Legates in the affair 
of Apiarius. But 'tis plain theſe Letters 
of Pope Julius were not then in being, 
neither would St. Auguſtin, or St. Ali 
pius, or any of the African Biſhops, 
allow of any Superiority of Biſhops out 
of their own Nation, excepting for a 
time till they were better informed, 
tho' by falſe acts of the Nicene Coun: 
cil, the Biſhops of Rome attempted to 
perſwade them to it. The Fact is very 
material, and fignally illuſtrates 
this Point, therefore I ſhall give it you, 
as I have it from the French King's Con- 
feſlor. | 
Fleury tells you out of the Epiſtles 
of St. Auguſtin, and others, (to be read 
in the ſecond Tome of the Councils) 
that Apiarius was a Prieſt, excommuni- 
cated for being irregularly ordain'd, 
and for many heinous Crimes that he 
was charged with; that Apiarius ap- 
peal'd to Zoſemus, then Pope of Rome; 
that Zoſomus ſent three Legates into 
Africa to Carthage upon it; that the 
African Biſhops conven'd with Aurelius 
demanded their Buſineſs; that they read 
their Commiſſion; that the firſt Article of 
it was to permit Biſhops to appeal to 
Rome; that the Pope alledg'd for this 
the

had no ſuch a Canon in their Copies; 
that yet out of reſpect to that Council

thage preſided with Yalentin Primate

the Council of Nice for Appeals to 
Rome; that St. Alipius interrupted 
the reading of them, by ſaying, © We 
* have already given anſwer to this 
* point, and we promiſe to obſerve 
* what the Council of Nice has de- 
* creed; but what puts us at a ſtand 
* is, that we find in our Greek Copies 
* of that Council nothing leading to 
* it, no ſuch words; wherefore we 
„ beſeech you Holy Father Aurelins, 
* to ſend to Conſtantinople, Alexandria, 
and Antioch, entreating the Biſhops 
* of thoſe Sees to ſend us Copies of 
the Acts and Canons of that Coun- 
eil, with a Certificate of the Truth 
* of them under their own hands. ” 
Fleury goes on, and tells us that Fauſti- 
Ms, the firſt of the Pope's Legates, re- 
plied that it was ſufficient for the Pope 
to make enquiry about the Veracity 


of ſuch Acts. But however, it was re-

* * * Auguſtin replied. | 

This ſame Year faithful Copies 

of the Council of Nice came, and the 

African Biſhops declared they would 

Fleury li. 24-ſuffer no Appeals to Rome or beyond 

2895 Sea any more, in a Synodal Letter 

to Pope Celeftin, a little after the reply 

of St. Auguſtin. Yet in the Year 426, 

the Biſhops of Africa receiv'd a Letter 

from Pope Celeſtin in favour of Apia- 

rius, ſent by Fauſtinus again. Upon 

his arrival the Biſhops of Africa aſſem- 

bled again in Council as before, 

and there wrote a ſmart Letter to the 

Pope in the Senſe following. © They 

* conjur'd him not to receive to his 

* Communion thoſe whom they had 

*© excommunicated, becauſe ſo it was 

_* decreed in the Council of Nice, and 

% no Canon of their Forefathers ever 

* offerd ſuch a prejudice to the 

** Church of Africa; that the Canons 

** of Nice had order'd, with a great 

| <« deal] 
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ce deal of Prudence and Juſtice, that 
cc all Affairs ſhould be ended where 
* they had their beginning; and that 
ce they did not believe that the Grace of 
* the Holy Ghoſt ought to be wanting 
* to any Province for to give the Biſhops 
light and neceſlary Prudence in their 
© Judgments. Since eſpecially every 
* one that believ'd himſelf hurt, might 
appeal to the Council of his Province, 


| © or even to an univerſal Council; 


© unleſs we believe that God can in- 
* ſpire Juſtice to one in particular, and 
“ refufe to do it to a great number 
* of Biſhops aſſembled. And how can 
* a Sentence pronounced beyond Sea 
* be depended on, ſince we cannot 
* ſend thither neceſſary Witneſſes, by 
* reaſon of Weakneſs, Age, or other 
* Impediments 2 And as for your ſend- 
© ing over to us, we find no Council 
* that has orderd it. As for the 
* Copies of the Council of Nice, which 
** you ſent us by our Brother Fauſtinns, 
* we have nothing like it in our Copies 


| © which we have received authenti- 


* cated from our Brother Biſhop of 
* Alexandria, and the venerable Atticus 
*, Biſhop of Conſtantinople. Wherefore 
** whoſoever ſhall deſire you to ſend 
* your Clergy hither to execute your 
* Orders, we deſire you not to regard 
* them, leaſt it appear that we have 
- mind to bring into the Church the 
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“ faſt of ſecular Power, and for our 
** part we afſure you, without breach 
© of fraternal Charity, that 4frica will 
© ſuffer it no more. Thus wrote 
the whole Church of Africa. 
It muſt not ſeem ſtrange that the 
African Biſhops were ſo zealouſly bent 
againſt Appeals; for Appeals to foreign 
Prelates were innovations in the Church, 
Fleury 4, 12. firſt introduc'd by the Council of Sardica, 
1. 39. at the prayer and requeſt of Oſius, not 
by Catholick Belief. But this Council 
was not a General one, as conſiſting only 
of particular Biſhops, nor was it ever 
known in rica; beſides, ths act of 
allowing Appeals to Rome was recalled 
| Fleury li. 18 by a Canon of the firſt General Council 
ch of Conſtantinople, wherein all the Orders 
of the Eccleſiaſtical Hierarchy | was 
eſtabliſhed according to ancient Tradi- 
tion, and where it was enacted that the 
Councils of Places ſhould have all Au- 
thority in Eccleſiaſtical Affairs. And | 
according to this Canon the African 
Biſhops inſiſted upon the Councils of 
their own Nation, and excluded Ap- 

Is to other Countries. 
The Council of Epheſus, which is the 
third General Council, was ſo far from 
Carr z. Conc, thinking of Rome's Supremacy, that it 
Can, 8. decreed every Province ſhould keep 
its own Rights which it had from the 
beginning pure and inviolable ; that 
every Metropolitan ſhould have an 
equal 


againſt Popery. © 
equal Power of doing Things according 
to the Ancient Practice. 


It orders alſo, that no Biſhop ſhall pre- Fleury I. 25. 
tend any Power over any Province which“ 57- Jet. 7. 


was not in all times ſubject to him 
from the beginning; and if any Biſhop 
ſhall have enterpriz'd upon the Pro- 
vince of another, that he ſhall make 
Satisfaction for it. And there is no- 
thing in this Council that countenances 
| Supremacy. | The Biſhops of the Iſle 
of Cyprus are voted to be independent 
of any Patriarch, and that they may 
make Ordinations among themſelves, 
without any other Biſhop's conſent, 
or interfering; becauſe it ſeemed they 
were independent from the beginning, 
tho' the Patriarch of Antioch ſeem'd 
to claim their Subjection. 

The Council of Chalcedon, which is the 


fourth General Council, knew nothing Fleury li. 28. 
of any Supremacy : For that confirms": 3*: 


all the Canons of former Councils; 
and orders that if any new City be 
built by the Emperor, the order of 
Eccleſiaſtical Pariſhes ſhall follow the 
form of the Political Government : 
That if any Clergy-man has a ſuit with 
his Biſhop, he ſhall be try'd by a 
Council of the Province. But if a 
Biſhop or Clergy-man has any difference 
with his Metropolitan, he ſhall addreſs 
himſelf to the Exarch of the Dioceſe, or

Advantages which Rome had, and fince 
Rome had it not by any Divine Con- 
ſtitution, but only had Privileges 
granted by the Fathers, becauſe of 
its being an Imperial Scat, and having 
a Senate, that the Pope's Supremacy 
isan abſolute Innovation in the Belief 


Pope's Supremacy was in thoſeAges only 


and therefore as touching Diſcipline 
this later Church may lawfully deviate 
from the Primitive. I anſwer, and 
inſiſt upon it, that the Pope's 
Supremacy is now an Article of Faith, | 
and then was not; and that as Truth 
is eternal, and is the object of Faith, 
if Supremacy as a Truth was not the 

ä object 
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object of Faith then, it cannot be an 
object of Faith now; and that what 
was a matter of Diſcipline once, can 
never change into a point of Catholick 
Faith. Beſides, tis here evidently 
proved that every one of the four firſt 
General Councils decreed againſt the 
Pope's Supremacy over any other 
Churches or Provinces but what were 
| Wh ſubject to that at the beginning; that 
they decreed that every Metropolitan

that Conſtantinople had the next after 

him; that'the Motive of their granting 
ce this Priority, was not from a belief

f I need not tell you that the Pope's 
e WT Legates in the Council of Chalcedon 
y WH <ndeavour'd, by forgery upon the Ni. 
„ ce Acts, to aſſert their pretended 
e WT Supremacy ; for I have done that in my 
e printed Sermon preached at Mancheſter, 
dp. 20. Nor need I repeat the Obliga- 
tion of receiving theſe four Councils, 
„ſince St. Gregory the Great order'd Led. Ber- 
h them to be receivid with the ſame 2% 
„RKeſpect as the four Goſpels are receiv'd; 
e nor need I tell you when the Supremacy 


by D firſt 
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firſt broke into Day-light, for I have 
done that alſo in the Sermon aforeſaid, 
when I ſhew'd how wickedly it began 
with St. Hilaly of Arles, and under 
Phocas again, the cruel Murderer of 
Mauritius the Emperor; nor need! tell 
Bro upon what Grounds this pretended 
upremacy was eſtabliſhed, ſince ttis 
evident, that they (the Biſhops of Rome) 
never thought of ſuch a Thing, till 
they had temporal Kingdoms under 
their Command, and temporal Intereſt 


enough to ſupport a ſhew of it. 


Of the Inrartinilty. 


The next thing that occurs, is the 
Iafallibility of the Church of Rome, 
which I ſhall conſider both as to Popes 
and General Councils. And for the 
ſake of Divines of that Church, I make 
this two-fold Diſtinction, becauſe (as 
it is a very dark Caſe) they have never 
yet all agreed whether this Infallibility 
be in the Pope, or whether it be in a 
Council, or whether it be in both 
together; I have theſe Reafons to 

Fleury give, that it is in none of them. And 
. bu Bis firſt, that there is no Infallibility in 
abr. cem. 7.c, their Popes, I prove from Fact, becauſe 
— ee many of them have errd in Faith. * 
296. Cons. Pope Hormiſda approv'd of the Eu- 
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Eecl. edit. chian Hereſy. Pope Honorius of the

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NMonot helites. Pope Tiberius of the 5 l 
Arians, Pope Vigilius approved o 25 * bay -Y 
the Acephali, and privately denied 3 5. 
Natures in Chriſt, to the Empereſs, hep _ 
to the Patriarch of Alexandria, to 
the depoſed Patriarch of Conſtantinople, 
and the depoſed Patriarch of Antioch ; 
and ſaid Anathema to all thoſe who 
confeſſed more than one Perſon, and 


one Nature; yet at Rome pretended 


to profeſs the contrary. 

Next I am to ſhew there is no Infal- 2. id 
libility in Popes and Councils together: . A 5 
For the firſt, ſecond, and third pre- 
tended General Councils of Lateran 
taught, that Holy Orders did not print 
an indelible Character, as I obſerved 
in my Sermon at Mancheſter, pag. 21. 
yet tis an Article of Faith eſtabliſhed 
in the Council of Trent, that Orders do 
print an indelible Character. Now 
where contradictory Propolitions are 
defin'd, tis impoſſible but there mult 
be Error. The Pope was with all 
theſe Councils, and Contradictions tis 
plain were determin'd in them: 'There- 
fore ſome of them undeniably erred, 
Again, moſt of theſe Councils, and 
many others, as thoſe of Tons. 4th 
and 5th of Lateran, held the Church's 
Power of depoſing Princes, which is 
againſt the Doctrine of St. Paul, Rom. 
ch. the 13th, and the Practice of the 
Primitive Ages; as I clearly ſhew in my 
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| Divine Truths vindicated; and therefore 
they have defined Hereſy and Error. 


infallible, I ſhew, becauſe the firſt 


_ depoſed any one Pope: And theſe their 
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Thirdly, That their reputed General 
Councils without the Pope are not 


of Piſa, that of Conſtance, and that of 
Baſil, defin'd a Council to be above 
a Pope, and that this was an Article 
of Catholick Faith: Theſe Council, 
were conven'd, either when there were 
more Popes than one, or when they 


Deciſions then paſs'd the Pontif's Con- 
ſent that was either new choſen, or 
who had been acknowledged lawful 
Pope by them. This, notwithſtanding, 
the 5th Council of Lateran declar'd 
this Opinion to be Heretical, and the 
oppoſite to be an Article of Catholick 
Faith, 


Of the ſecen Sacraments, and of Baptiſm. 


The Doctrine of the preſent Church 
of Rome, touching the Seven Sacraments, 
15no where to be met with in Antiquity; 
and this is another . Motive of my 
leaving the Church, that is ſo oppoſite 
to the Primitive. To go to Particulars, 
1 will briefly confider every one o 
them, and firſt Baptiſm, 


Baptiſm has nothing different in © 
either Church of England, or Church © 
of Rome, but different Ceremonies. li 


The 
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The Bleſſing of the Font is ancient, and 
that is kept in the Church of England; 
the uſe of Spittle; the breathing upon 
the Perſon to be Baptiz d; the putting 
Salt into his Mouth; the touching of 
the Ears and Noſtrils, and Breaſt and 
Shoulders, are Ceremonies, the diſuſe 
of which ought by no means to break 
Catholick Communion. 

In the Infancy of the Church, we 


find a Cuſtom of giving the new Bap- 


tized, as a Pledge of his Myſtical com- 
ing into the land of Promiſe, ſome 
Milk and Honey, (Tertullian de Corond 
milit.) likewiſe a Ceremony for the 
ſame Perſon to turn his. Face to the 
Weſt, and by lifting. up his Hands 
the ſame way, to renounce. the Devil 
(Eccl. Hierarch. c. 2.) There was in 
the Church of Milan, and ſome other 
Places, a Cuſtom for the Biſhop to waſh 
the Feet of the Perſon he had Baptiz'd 
(Aut hour de Sacramentis, vulgo Ambroſ. lib. 
3. cap. 1.) And as theſe Ceremonies are 
diſusd by the Roman Church, and 
now are no ways obligatory; ſo the 
Ceremonies. of the Church. of Rome, 
having gone into Deſuetude in this 
Land, by the, conſent of the Prelates 
and Paſtors of the ſame, for the better 
Edification of the People, ceaſe now 
abſolutely. to oblige. For the Biſhops 
of every Nation with their Motropo- 
litan are ſufficiently Authoriz'd by. the 
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four firſt Councils, to Order thoſ- 
"Things within themſelves, eſpecialh 
if they were independent from the 
Beginning, as certainly the Engliſ 
were, and the learned Fa. Barner 
— 2 , proves in his Carholicus Romano-paci. 
13. Ficus, they were. Yet ſo to do is Ex 


communication by the Council of Trent, 


Of Confirmation. 
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— 2 Before the year of our Lord one 
2 4% tri, thouſand, four hundred and thirty nine, 


2.264 Confirmation was always denied by 
the Eaſtern Churches to be a Sacrt 
ment; for which reaſon it cannot be 
a term of Catholick Communion noy 
to believe it. Beſides, the Divine 
of the Church of Rome are not. agreel 
about the matter and form of it. Fo 
ſome ſay, the matter is Chriſm bleſſed 
by a Biſhop, others ſay, impoſition d 
Hands is the matter: Some fay again, 
that the Form or Words determining 
the Matter, are, I fron thee with th 
Sign of the Croſs, I confirm thee wit! 
the Chriſm of Saleation: But others tel 
us, that the Form is the invocatiol 
-of the Holy Ghoſt by Prayer. Again 
the Church of Rome teaches that th: 
Biſhop is the lawful Miniſter of thi 
"Sacrament, yet it owns that an Abbot 
(who ſometimes is no Prieſt) may b 
"Commiſſion of his Holineſs — 


— 
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this Sacrament; as if the Miniſters 
of the Sacraments could be conſtituted 
by Patents, and the Holy Ghoſt be ſent 
by the Poſt! 


Of the Holy Euchariſt. 


This point muſt be conſidered under 
three Heads, in order to have a clear 


Idea of what is Controverted, upon this 


Subject, betwixt the Church of Eng- 


and and the Chürch of Rome. 'There- 


fore I ſhall conſider, firſ#, what is meant 
by it. 24%, What Name is beſt to call it 
by. And, thirdly, What are the moſt 
primitive Ceremonies that it was in 
the pureſt Ages received in. 

As to the firſt, tis agreed by all that 
we receive Jeſus Chriſt ſpiritually in 
this Sacrament under the appearance 
of Bread and Wine; for the nutriture 
of our Souls, and for to partake of the 
Spirit of Feſus. Conſequently this 
Divine Sacrament is intended for the 
promoting the Spiritual Man in us, 
for Fleſh profiteth nothing, but it is the 


Spirit that quickens us. Veron afluresVeron Rex: 
us, in the rule of Faith that I have!

mention'd,, that it is direct Idolatrys. 13. u. 2. i»

to adore the Sacrament ; that tis“ 
Blaſphemy to hold Chriſt can be cor- 
rupted like other Food in the Stomach 
(and were Chriſt corporeally received, 
Chriſt muſt be corrupted like other 

D 4 Meat 
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<1 — Neat in the Stomach) that if a Mouſe 
5. ln eats of the conſecrated Bread, it does not 
riß. d. 11. u. . eat Chriſt, becauſe it does not eat by Faith. 
From hence we learn, that we believe ſafe- 

ly when we believe Chriſt in this Sacra- 

-ment is purely the Food of our Souls, 

not of our Bodies; nor does his Fleſh 

turn into our Fleſh, for then it muſt 

be ſubjet to Corruption like ours; 

but it is Food for the Spirit that dwells 

in us, and refreſhes thgt Spirit to fight 

Manfully the Lord's Battles during 
the Pilgrimage of this World. 

Now as to the ſecond Head, the 
word Tranſubſtantiation is moſt cer- 
tainly a very improper Word to ſignify 
the Sacramental Change that is 
wrought in ſo great a Sacrament, 
for trans ſignifies beyond, or over, 
or on the other ſide: And what an 
Infatuation muſt it be for a Man to 
think that one Subſtance can go beyond 
Subſtance, or over Subſtance, or to the 
other ſide of Subſtance, and be Subſtance 
ſtill? Nonſenſe ſhould not be made 
uſe of to make a Church venerated; 
and an unintelligible Jargon ſhould not 
be commiſhon'd to deſtroy Reaſon, 
which alone is the Image that God 
þath created of himſelf in Man. 


As 
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As to the 3d head, tis plain that Fleury Mears 
the Ceremonies uſed by the Church of 5. 46. air. 5 
England, in the Conſecration and Bruxelles 
Method of adminiſtring this Holy Sa-) ime 
crament, are the ſame that St. Zuſtin 
the Martyr (who liv'd in the ſecond 
Century, and was a Diſciple of thoſe. 
who had been Diſciples of the Apoſtles) 
mentions to have been uſed in the 
Primitive Ages. Fleury tells us out 
of Juſtin (2. Apollg. in fin.) that thoſe 
Chriſtians, who had the firſt Fruits of 
the Spirit in their Aſſemblies, firſt 
read a Leſſon out of the Old Teſtament, 
then out of the New, then read the 
Goſpel, then had a Sermon, then turn- 
ed to the Eaſt with Hands lifted up 
to Heaven, and pray'd for all Condi- 
tions of Men; after that made their 
Offerings, which the Prieſt offered to 
God: This being done, the Prieſt ex- 
horted the People to lift up their 
Hearts to God, to return him 'Thanks, 
to adore him with the Angels and all 
the Heavenly Powers, then he con- 
tinued till in relating the Inſtitution 
of the Euchariſt, and by repeating 
the Words of Feſus Chriſt, he made 
the Conſecration. 

After this, he recited the Lord's 
Prayer with the People, diſtributed the 
conſecrated Bread and Wine after he 
had firſt received them. So the Com- 
munion in thoſe early Times began, 

| continued 
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continued and ended; which if it was 
right then, it cannot be wrong now, 
fince the four firſt Councils allow the 
Biſhops of Provinces, all Power to 

vern the Provinces under them; 
and ſince Appeals were always allowed 
to Primitive Practices. | 

As to the Veſtments, or particu- 
lar Apparel, 'tis well known and 
confeſſed by all Roman Catholick 
Writers, that what they now uſe was 
borrowed from the diſuſed Apparel 
of ancient 'Times, and from old Hea- 
thens, and moſt part from Women 
and debauched Men. But of theſe I 
have diſcourſed in my Divine Truths 
vindicated; as alſo of private Maſles, 
which were never known in the Pri- 


mitive Church. 


Of © Penance. 


This, as it is a Sacrament in the 
Church of Rome, requires Confeſhon 
to a Prieſt, and a Satisfaction to be 
injoyn'd by the Prieſt, to whom the 
Confeſſion is made. 

As to the Confeſſing to a Prieſt, it 
has been found a moſt dangerous Snare 
to many Souls. And from hence 


come as many Regulations as may fill 


up the biggeſt Volumes, What work 
is there in the Council of Trent about 


a Prieſt not validly qualified to hear 
| Con- 


againſt Popery. 
Confeſſions without a Biſhop's leave? 
Seſs. 7. cap. 7. What work is there 
about Nuns Confeſlors? &. 25. And 
in the Bull of Pope Gregory the 157h, 
dated an. 1622, on the Nones of 
February; What Cautions have they 
taken about Regulars hearing the 
Confeſſions of Seculars? About Con- 
feſſors in time of a Jubilee? About Con- 
feſſors of Noblemen? Yet, that all 
this is founded on Policy is evident, 
for young Mens Confeſſors have almoſt 
always the caſting Vote in their Ad- 
miſſion or Expulſion from a College? 
which is a mark that Confeſſion is de- 
ſign'd for a Key to Knowledge. And 
how full is the Scholaſtick Divinity 
of nice Diſtinctions about how far the 
Knowledge acquired in Confeſſions may 
be made uſe of, without revealing the 
Perſon? Beſides, I certainly know 
that it is a Trade. 

Then Confeſſion of particular Sins 
requires Abſolution, and this Abſolu- 
tion mult be given in theſe Words in 
the Church of Rome: Ego te abſohoo, 1 
abſolve thee, &c. or elſe the Abſolution 
isof no force. Yet innumerable Authori- 
ties both of Greek and Latin Fathers 
ſhew, that Abſolution in former Ages, 
was given in verbis deprecativis, in Nord: 
praying God to abſolve. Hugo Menardus, 
in his Notes, (ad Sacramentale Ere- 
gorii) Joannes Morinus li. 8. de pænit. 
c. 
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c. 8. & ſeq. and Cabaſſul. (Diſſertat. 
& append. ad Canones Concil. 4ti Car- 
thag. in notit. Hit. Eccleſ.) clearly 
ſnew, that Leo the firſt Pope of Rome, 
attributed a penitential Reconciliation 
to nothing but the Confeſſion of the 
Penitent, and the Prayers of the Prieſts. 
In his 87 Epiſtle, c. 2. he repeats it, 
that without the Prayers of the Prieſt 
no Pardon can be obtain'd. In his 80, 
alias 136 cap. he ſays, that that Con- 
feſhon is ſufficient, which is firſt made 
to God, then to the Prieſt, who be- 
comes an Interceſſor for the Sins of 
Penitents. In the 139 Epiſtle, c. 1. 
he mentions thoſe who are to bereconcil- 
edto God by the Prayers of the Church. 
The old Greek Church never uſed 
any thing elſe but Prayer in the Re- 
conciliation of Sinners, and ſo it is 
evident from the Euchologia or Rituals 


of the Greeks, Armenians, Syrians, and 


Maronites... "Tis obſervable alſo that 
their Forms were ſometimes ſpoken 
indicatively. The Church of England 


uſes all theſe Ways, to ſhew its Con- 


formity to what now is every where, 
and with what always was. It muſt 
look very ſtrange that a new Form of 
Words, accepted of by the Church of 
Rome, muſt be only valid, and even 
make a Term of Communion too, ex- 
eluſive to all ancient Forms of re- 
conciling Sinners. 5 1

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As to auricular Confeſſion with i in 4. 
Satisfaction, the grout Chancelor of 41. T_T oy 
the Univerlity O Doway expreſly p. 200. 
teaches, that neither Confeſhon nor Fleury Il. 19. 
Satisfaction are eſſentially requiſite tos: 
the Reconciling of a Sinner. And 
Origen plainly aſſures us, that the 
primitive Liberty, was to have it at 
each one's Diſcretion; ſo that if any 
were burdend in Mind, they might 
have recourſe to Confeſſion, otherwiſe 
freely come to the bleſſed Sacrament. 
But this Liberty revived, muſt be 
obnoxious to a Court that pays for 
Prying into all the States of Princes, 
and Hearts of Particulars. 


Of Extream Unttion. 


Extream Unction is ſworn to be one 
of the ſeven true and proper Sacraments 
of the new Law, inſtituted by our 
Lord Feſus Chriſt. Yet Pope Innocent the me. ad De. 
firſt call'd it in his Time only genus Sat cent. c. 8. 
cramenti, a kind or ſort of a Sacrament. 
Durandus,a learned Biſhop of that Com- Durand. ra- 
munion, ſays it was inſtituted by Pope . . 
Felix the fourth, at the Command of ;.c 8. 4. 25. 
St. Fames the Apoſtle, that is, at 
leaſt four hundred Years after the 
Death of the ſaid St. James. Mabil. 
lon, (that learned Benedictin of the 
laſt 
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laſt Age) ſays the Name of it was not 
known till the twelfth Century. 
Then as to the Matter and Miniſter 


of it, tis impoſſible to reconcile what 


is taught to be neceſlary at Rome, 
and what Rome teaches to be neceſſary 
to others. 'The Church of Rome ſays, the 
Matter muſt be Oil bleſſed by a Biſhop. But 


praxis Epiſce- Pope Clement the Eighth allowed the 


palis Pauli

Greeks to receive this Extream Unction 
with Oil bleſſed by a Prieſt. Again, the 
Miniſter of it in the Church of Rome, 
is at leaſt one in Prieſt's Orders, who 
muſt give it to all Sexes; but in the 
Decree of Pope Innocent, Men gave 
it to Men, and Women to Women, 
and ſometimes the fick Perſon gave -it 
to himſelf: And this Practice is aſſerted 
in venerable Bede's Comments upon St. 
Fames's Epiſtle. The Inference from 
which muſt be, that it is not the 
Catholick Doctrine, (that is, of all 
Times and all Nations,) to hold this 
to be a true and proper Sacrament of 
the new Law inftituted by our Lord 
Feſus Chrift, ſince the firſt Ages knew 
not of it, and ſince the latter vary 
_ the Matter, and the Miniſter 
Ot it. | 


Of Holy Orders. 


There has been ſo much written on 
this Subject, that nothing needs to be 
f added, 
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againſt Papen. 
added, to an impartial Thinker : How- 
ever, ſince this falls in courſe to be 
diſcourſed of, after having laid afide 
the ridiculous Chimera of the Nag's 
Head Conſecration, (which contradicts 
all the publick Acts and Monuments 
of a Kingdom, to gratify a Spleen 
againſt the beſt of Churches,) I obſerve 
the Difficulty lies in this, that the 
Form of Words uſed by Biſhop Barlow, 
in his Conſecration of Mathew Parker, 
during the Impoſition of Hands, does 
not determine the Degree to which a 
Biſhop is conſecrated to; and therefore 
tis inferr'd, that Conſecration was 
void, and all in the Church of Enz/and 
ever fince,; becauſe all Biſhops were 
conſecrated by that Form, or by ſuch 
as were conſecrated by no other 
Form, 

To conſider this Objection maturely, 
we are only to know what is requird 
to make Ordinations valid. -If we 
regard the Opinions in this Matter, 

the School-men of the Church of 


Rome, we ſhall exclude all the Orien- 


tal Churches from any valid Ording- 
tion, notwithſtanding that the Chriſtian 
Church had its firſt Birth there: And 
tho' the Church of Rome has always 
approvd of the Ordination of the 
Churches of the Eaſt, yet if no Form 


of Ordination be good, but what is

Prieſthood to difvent: the Myſteries 
of God. And if the Prieſthood of the 
Oriental Churches be valid without a 
delivery of Inſtruments, and only con- 
ferr'd by the Impoſition of Hands, with 
the Intention ſpecified for which the 
Impoſition of Hands is made, then is 
the Ordination of the Church of Eng. 
land good and valid, becauſe done by 
Biſhops, by Impoſition of Hands, by 
the ſame way in which only it was 
counted valid in the moſt Primitive 
Ages. 5 

But then you will perhaps ſay, the 
Intention of the Impoſition of Hand 
was not ſpecified when the Hands were 
impoſed on Mathew Parker, and ſo 
conſequently on none that he Conſe: 
crated, or who after him Conſecrated

there be Occahon for Abſolution, what 
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about Doubts, or the enjoyning of 
Penance, there is a much longer Space 
betwixt the Matter and the Form, 
than betwixt the Form and Matter 
in the Ordination of the Church of 
England. And if you allow Penance 
to be good, when the Eſſentials are ſo 
diſtant from one another, it muſt be a 
meer Cavil not to allow our Ordina- 
tion to be good, when the Eſſentials 
are ſo nearly join'd, that in one Breath 
both may be join'd. 

About the Juriſdiction of Prieſts, 
eſpecially thoſe of England, that come 
hither with Powers from Rome, and 
pretend to abſolve from Sins, I inſiſt 
upon it, that by the Laws of the 
Church of Rome, no one, of what Or- 
der or Dignity foever he be, can give 
valid Abſolution to any Perſon in this 
Realm whatſoever. But this Point is 
difcours'd of, and I think made out, 
in my Divine Truths vindicated. 


Of Matrimony. 


The Church of Rome holds it. an 
Article of Faith, to believe that Ma- 
trimony is a Sacrament | inſtituted by

And how 
can that be reckon'd to be determin'd 
by the Word of God, and the general 
Acceptance and Propoſal of the 
Catholick Church, when Doctors vary 
about it? "Tis hugely erroneous to ſay 


Ja Thing is ſacred, when we have no 


Reaſon for ſaying ſo. And 'tis equally 
wrong to ſay a Thing is a Sacrament 
of Catholick Faith, when Chriſtian 

Divines cannot agree wherein to.pla 
the Eſſentials or conſtituent Parts of 
ſuch a Sacrament, { 
As to the Celibacy of the Clergy, 
I cannot tell exactly the Time of it 

Beginning, for in the Council of Ch 
E 2 cedon 
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cedon many married Biſhops were pre- 
ſent, who lived with their Wives, and 
begat Children, nor was it counted 
in that great General Council, that 
they did wrong. A Propoſal indeed 
for the Celibacy of the Clergy was 
brought into the firſt General Council 
of Nice, but was caſt out. In the 710 
Century, the Greek Church decreed for 
the conjugal Life of Prieſts. Fleury Hiſt. 
Ii. 50.n. 56. And in ninth Century, it 
became one of the Articles, upon which 
the Greek Church withdrew their Com- 
munion from the Latin Church, becauſe 
the Romiſh Church forbad their Prieſts 

to Marry. - | 
The Prieſts indeed of the. Goddeſj 
Cybele, were obliged to abſtain from 
Wedding, and this is the only Precedent 
that the Church of Rome could find to 
Copy -after, in enjoyning their Clergy 
Celibacy. The Apoltles were Married, 
x Cor. vii. we all know: And St. Paul leaves 
it to every one's Diſcretion. 'The 
Greek Biſhops and Prieſts are al. 
Alen) Spie- owed Marriage by a Bull of Pope 
leg. te. 2. p. Clement the 7th. The Muſcovites (who 
176.6 B- are in Opinion with the Church of 
Rome, in moſt Points, have a vaſt Coun- 
'try in Communion with the Creek 
Church) are ſo far from approving the 
Celibacy of their Prieſts, that they 
hold'it neceſſary for Biſhops and Prieſts 
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tobe Husband of one Miſe; and they ad- 1 f. ii. 


mit no body into Holy Orders, who 
does not at leaſt Promiſe to marry a 
Wife very: ſpeedily, Perhaps, becauſe 
the concerns of a Family may inſpire 
more Gravity, Sedateneſs, and bearing 
with the Flock, than an abſolute Free- 
dom unacquainted with Difficulties can 
do; or perhaps becauſe the Objects that 
occur in viſiting the Sick, may not fitly 
be ſcen by ſingle Men. 
If the Prohibition of Marriage to the 
Clergy had been made, (not out of a 
deſire of engroſſing immenſe Wealth to 
the Church) but in a pure regard to 
God alone, I think a conſtant Senfe of 
God ſhould  ſhew forth it ſelf much 
more than I have ſeen it, in every Part 
of common Life, among thoſe who pro- 
feſs ſuch uncommanded Purity. But 
where Mens Lives are prone to Exceſſes, 
full Eating, good Lodging, without 
Study, without Labour, without Oc- 
cupation, I with at the accounting Day 
it be not found, God's Law had been 
better obeyd than a Phariſaical 
Church's Prohibition. For if the King 
allows me to do a Thing, the Prohibi- 
ting me to do it from any inferior 
Lord, can be of no force: Much more 
if God grants me leave to do ſo and ſo, 
ſhall Man fay it is not lawful to do ſo 
and ſo?

Whence naturally 
enſues the Breach of God's Command. 
ments: And as that fooliſh Vaw was 
to Herod the Cauſe of his committing 
Murder, and butchering the beſt of all 
that are meer Mortal Men: So are 
Vows againſt a Matrimonial State, the 
Cauſe of unſpeakable diſcontents and im- 
purities in Cloyſters; and of innumerable 
facrilegious Adulteries and Scandals in 
the World. O that they were Wiſe, 
that they underflood this, that they 
eu conſider their latter End, Deut. 
xxxii. 29. 
Io avoid uſeleſs Repetitions, I re. 
commend here a ſumming up of the 
Doctrine of the Church of Rome about 
the Sacraments, and a Conſideration 
how this Doctrine agrees with the Rule 
of Faith before ſpoken of and allow'd, 
in order to know Chriſtian Religion,

| for another that either is or is not ſo, 


Becauſe neither the Scriptures, nor ths 
Univerſal Church ever propos'd fuck 
Doctrine. And beſides, tis certain 
that the Grace of Adoption, which is 
ſtill Grace, and Gratuit, is the only 
Principle of meriting eternal Life to 
thoſe that it is given to, but not to others. 
Therefore neither the Bleſſed Virgin, 
nor the Apoſtles, could deſerve for others 

E 4 the 
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the leaſt helps of Grace, that is a pro- 


perty peculiar. to Chriſt alone, and fo 


teacheth FYaſquez, (3. part. Diſp. 4. 
c. 5.) and Suarez. (to. 4. Diſp. 48. Set, 
2.) From hence tis evident how groſſy 
thoſe are impoſed on, who depend on | 
and believe in a 'Treaſure of Saints 
Merits and Satisfaction, of which the 
Biſhop of Rome muſt be ſuppoſed to 
have the Key. Becauſe the Works of 
the juſt are ſufficiently rewarded in 
their own Souls; or elſe God would be 


un juſt not to give what every one has 


deſerved, according to the good putting 
out to uſe the Talents lent them. And, 
again, if there were any Merits of 
Saints laid up in the Treaſury of the 


Church, they would be ſuperfluous to 


the Saints themſelves, and ſuch as God 
either could not, or would not reward, 
But nothing of theſe can be ſaid with- 
out Blaſphemy, therefore there can be 
no Merits for others allowed without 
Blaſphemy. Mairo, Durandus and 
Suarez (to. 4. diſp. 51. ſeft. 2.) are all 
for this Doctrine, nor was it ever 
Condemn'd. 


Of Purgatory. 


Altho' the Church of England does 
not receive the Council of F/orence, yet 
ſince the Church of Rome does; the Au- 
thority of that Council cannot be denied 

by 
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by that Church. In that Council then, Santa ef 
tis manifeſt, that the Greeks denied 1 9. 
Purgatory, and the Church of Rome 282. in 12me. 
notwithſtanding held Communion — 
them, tho' they held nothing but a 
middle State, and no Purgatory. From 
whence it muſt be irreſiſtibly own'd, 
that Purgatory is not of Catholick 
Faith, becauſe never believed by the 
Univerſal Church of Chriſt; nor was it 
ever propoſed by the Catholick Church 
of all Times and Nations ſo to be be- 
lieved. There are other Arguments 
which I wave, becauſe they are in num- 
berleſs other Authors. Du Pin aſſures pu pin. c 
us, that the Fathers of the 55 Ages.c.7. 4b. 
held no Purgatory, And that Prayers“ 7. 235. 
* the Dead only began in the 87h

Of praying to Saints. 


I have ſpoken on this Subject, in 
my Divine Truths vindicated, which 
will be ſhortly publiſhed, and thither 
I refer you, if you will know the Be- 
lief of the Catholick Church on this 
Head. Yet ſince the Devotion to ſuch 
a Number of Saints, makes by much 
the greateſt Part of the Divine Ser- 
vice of the Church of Rome, and is 
grounded on the Hiſtory of their mar- 
vellous Actions, be pleaſed to read what 
St. Gregory the Great ſays upon that Sub- 

ject 
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ject in his Epiſtle to Eulhgiur, Patriarch 
of Alexandria: wherein he ſays, that 
in his Time, they had no Acts of 
* Martyrs excepting thoſe collected 
& by Enſebius of Ceſarea, belides a 
* few in an odd Volume; that that Vo- 
* lume did not give a detail of their 
* Sufferings; that nothing was there 
** but the Name, the Place, and the Day 
* of their Martyrdoms. ” Fleury makes 
this Reflexion upon the Words of that 
Father. This Teſtimony (ſays he) 
* of St. Gregory, ſhews what Faith and 
Credit we ought to give to the 
« Acts of Martyrs that we have this 
% Day, (and read in the Churches 
* too) under the Name of the Martyrs 
© of the Church of Rome; as thoſe of 
«© St. Clement, St. Laurence, St. &. 
* baſtian, &c. For theſe holy Men 
died Martyrs before the End of Div- 
cletian's Reign. Yet for three hundred 
Yeats after, when St. Gregory lived, 
nothing was known of them but their 
Names, the days of their Death, and 
the places where they Suffer d. But 
ſince that Time, they have Lives, Pa- 
rentage, extraordinary Events before 
and after their Deaths given them, and 
a thouſand ſtupendious Circumſtances 
attending their Martyrdoms! So that 
Forgery and Invention have been very bu- 
ſy to compliment thoſe Saints with what 
neither they nor any that lived in thoſe 

| | Days 
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Days ever knew of: Nor have they 
been leſs bufy, when they tell us, that 
all the Biſhops of Rome were Saints 
and Martyrs down to the end of the 
third Century; for Du Pin aſſures us, Du Pin 
that what is related in the Pontifical . g. 
Book of them is of no manner of Au- 
thority; that we have no Proofs in An- 
tiquity of their Martyrdom; that St. 
Irenzus, who gives us a Liſt of the Popes 
down to his Time, gives the quality 
of Martyr to none but St. Teleſphorus. 
From the Letters of St. Cyprian we 
learn, that three more ſuffer d Martyr- 
dom. But as for the reſt, there is no Du Pin «i 
Proof, and the Lives and Sufferings/#"-- 16,77. 
attributed to them are as ſpurious as 
their Writings, for they are plainly 
Forged. The Acts of St. Cecily are of 
the like Nature, they merit no Belief. 
Both time and place of this Martyr's 
Suffering are unknown, as Fleury ob- Fleury ii. 46. 
ſerves. So that it is a moſt ſhocking ® *” 
thing to me, to have the primitive Way 
of reading Scriptures in the Church 
abandon'd, in order to make room for 
Fables and Romances. X 

The Office of the Bleſſed Virgin was 
begun by St. Peter Damian an. 1062 
(but he wanted juſtneſs of Thought) alſo 
the uſe of Diſciplines or Flagellations 
was introduc'd by his Means into Mount 
Caſin, as was Faſting on Fridays to 
the Croſs, and keeping Saturdays in 

Honour 
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Honour of the Virgin Mary. So 
Fleury tells us (Ii. 60. un. 53, 54.) 
Now none of theſe can be Eſtabliſh- 
ments of the Catholick Church, ſince 
they are of ſo late a Date, and are 
not propoſed. by the Word of God, nor 
by the Un erte Church. And fince 
Latin in » te have mention d the Office of the Bleſ. 
— 7, bow ſed Virgin, which is always read in 
neceſery, Latin, and is part of the Church Office, 
give me leave to add, that in the pri. 
mitive Times, and the moſt enlighten'd 
Ages, the Scriptures were, read, and 
the Divine Offices were, celebrated, 
in the moſt known Language of ever) 
Country. Fleury ſpeaks it in theſe 
Words. After he had mention'd Pope 
Fleury li. 63. Hildebrand (this laſt year become St, 
Gregory) prohibiting the Vulgar Tongue 
in the Churches of Sclavonia: © Nous 
© gong on d aillenrs, que dans la plus 
fa ne antiquite et bes ſiecler les plus 
* eclairez, on liſoit FEcriture et on 
“ celebroit les divins offices dans 1 
* langue la plus ulſitès en chaque pais.” 
We have ſeen elſewhere in the moſt 
holy Antiquity, and the moſtenlightend 
Ages, that the Scripture was read, 


and Divine Offices perform'd, in the 
moſt known Language of every Coun- 
try. That, very Pope, in his Letter 
to Urati/laus, King of Bohemia, owns 
himſelf that it was ſo in the Primitive 
Church. Yet in his Letter to Abbot

Hugo of Cluni, he calls the way of 
Truth, the receiving the Roman Office; 
that if the King of Hain will not re- 
ceive it, he will Excommunicate him, and 


ſtir up all the Chriſtians in Hain againſt Few? . 


him; nay, that he will alſo come to 
him Ini  fuſciter des affaires facheuſes, 
comme d un enemi de la Religion Chre- 
tienne; to raiſe Troubles in his King- 
dom againſt him, 'as an Enemy of the 
Chriſtian Religion. By ſuch holy and 
wonderful Means was the uſe of the Latin 
Tongue made eſſential to Chriſtian 
{ Worſhip, and ' introducd into moſt 
Kingdoms of the Jeſt! But St. Gregory

years after their Deaths, with the 
Picture of the Bleſſed Feſus.

But we do 
not find any where that theſe were 
ordered to be put into Churches, and 
to be venerated. 

Nay, the contrary is plainly evident 
from the Hiſtory of the ſecond Nicem 
Council; and from what Cecilius told

ara; Haben: Pictures of our Saviour and of thoſe two 
wells nts f.

Later. Pariſ. ſelf, that this way of keeping Picture

, Heathens were very ſenſible there was 


no Divine Spirit in their Stocks and 
Images; and Tu/j alſo in his Natura 
Deorum is clear upon this Matter. 
But a ſhew in Temples was requiſite 
to amuſe and confine the Thoughts of 
the Multitude, and I wiſh the ſame 
Reaſon does not over-rule this matter 
in the Church of Rome. For what 
other Motive can there be to put 2

God, the Statue or Picture of ſome dead 
Man or Woman, and this too in the 
moſt Honourable and moſt elevated 
of Holy Water. place in the Church? The Romiſb holy 
Water comes from the like Origin, a 
Theodoret. may be ſcen in T heodoret's Hiſtory, who MW 
mp. % takes Notice of Julian the Apoſtate iſ 
going to the Temple of Fortune, and 
being ſprinkled with Water at his en- 
trance. Inſtead of which, the Primitive 
Chriſtians at their entrance into the 
Church, uſed to waſh their Hands, in 
token of the Purity which they brought 
. 1. ep. 24. edit. Allatij) tells us this 
1716. But the Primitive Chriſtians never at- 
tributed any effective quality of driving 
away Devils, or of purging away Sins, 
to this waſhing with Water, But this 1 
a Digreſſion that I did not deſign to 

make here. 
Now to conclude, I infer from the 
Premiſes, that if there be no Supremacy, 
no Infallibility, no Seven Sacraments, 
no treaſure of Merits, no Purgatory, 
no praying to Saints, no Worſhip d 
Images, no Latin Language in the D- 
vine Service required, eſtabliſh'd, c 
believ'd neceſſary in the Primitive 
Church, but the contrary: If new Sa.

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which the ancient Chriſtian Church 


throughout the World were ignorant 


of, then theſe things are , Novelties, 
Errors in Doctrine, Obſtacles to Salva- 
tion, Hereſy and Apoſtacy, in the 
Church of Rome, from the Doctrine of 
the four firſt General Councils. And 
I think it is demonſtratively true, that 
none of theſe Things were held by thoſe 
four General Councils, or done in the 
Primitive Univerſal Church, and that 
they are all held or done by the Church 
of Rome; therefore it muſt be undenia- 
bly true, that the Church of Rome is 
not the Primitive Church of Feſus Chriſt, 
but a Church guilty of all the Charges 
aforeſaid, and a Church that holds 
Things for Terms of Communion which 
were either directly againſt the Senſe of 
Scriptures and Decrees of the Primitive 
Catholick Church, or againſt what was 
ever thought on by the Apoſtles, and 
ſuch an Apoſtolick Church as they left 
behind them. And 'tis hard to think 
that that Primitive Church did not pre- 
ſcribe and deliver all that was neceſſary 
to Salvation, or that the 'Terms of Sal- 
vation may be changed ſuitably to the 

Caprice of one later Biſhop. | 
I would here have made an End, but 
that I find by Anonymous and other 
Letters, with which 1 am unneceſlarily 
troubled, that I am accuſed of diſloyal-

Can that be wrong in later 
Ages, Which was right in the Primitive? 
And Queen Elizaleth, at the end of

thro all Nations, it was impoſſible that 
thoſe Books could be corrupted by one 
ſide, without the other ſide knowing of 
it: And beſides, the Fews in many 
diſtant Countries had no reaſon for 
adulterating the Sacred 'Text, becauſe 
they did not believe the Meſſias to be 
come, nor the Chriſtians, who were ſo 
few in reſpect of them, and the Gentiles, 
to be any Religion founded by God, 
or any prevailing Religion; and there- 
fore till Chriſtianity came to be. eſta- 
bliſhed, they could have no Motive to 
do ſo, and then it was too late to do 
ſo; becauſe the true Scriptures were 
then in the Hands of the Chriſtians.

Prophets, or ſhadows of Men, to beſpea 
their ruin. 
To avoid Miſunderſtandings betwixt 
the Errors of the ancient and modern 
Vulgate, I have quite thro' ſpecified 
which Error is in the old, and which is 
in the New or modern Vulgate; and 
becauſe the Old, tho' many hundred 
years uſed, is now. antiquated, and 
the New is come into Faſhion, as the 
true authentick Word of God (notwith- 
ſanding that Truth is eternal and in- 
variable) I have not taken a great deal 
out of the old Vulgate.

To the end of this 
Verſe, which mentions the Aſhes being 
carried forth into a clean place, the Vul- 
gate adds, and he ſhall make them le 
conſumed in favillam, into white Aſhes, 
which Words are not in the Original, 
Ch. xix. ©. 26. The old Vulgate has 
it, ye ball not eat Fleſh with Blood ; but 
the Hebrew is, Fa ſhall not eat any 
Thing with Blood.

Ch. vii. ©. 2. The Hebrew mentions 
that Moſes had anointed and ſanitified 
them, that the Princes of Iſrael, heads 
of the Houſe of their Fathers offered. 
But the Vulgate has it, The Principes 
2 Iſrael and Heads of Families offered, 
Ch. viii. . 2. The Holy Text in 
Hebrew is thus in Engliſh, Speak unto 
Aaron, and fay unto him, When thou 
lighteſt the Lamps, the ſeven Lamps ſhall

But the Vulgate has it, Speak to Aaron,

of St. Jerom, but the Vulgate only; 
which Vulgate we have ſeen to have an 
unknown Author, and to have under- 
gone as many Changes as there are Sea- 
ſons in the year, and more too, tho 
the property of the Mord of God is to 


ſtand for ever. 


For this Reaſon, 'tis needleſs in me 
to aſſert their varying from the Hebrew, 
ſince in this Book they do not pretend

I need therefore only take notice of 
the different way - in. numbering the 
Plalms, which thoſe that follow the 
Vulgate have, from thoſe that follow 
the Original, and then it is but compa- 
ring one with another, for any one that 
is curious. 

The difference is this: The ninth 
Pſalm in the Hebrew Language ends 
at the twenty firſt Verſe incluſive, or 
twentieth according to the Engliſh; but 
the Vulgate goes on eighteen Verſes fur- 
ther; which 18 Verſes make the tenth 
Pſalm in the Hebrew, but only part of 
the ninth in the Vulgate: And ſo the 
tenth Pſalm in the Vulgate is the ele- 
venth in the Hebrew. This Variation 

in the way of counting continues to 
WW the 146, and 147th Pſalm, both which 
WW the Hebrew join in one. So that the 
148th Pſalm, is the ſame Number to 
1 H both 
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both Hebrew and Vulgate, and ſo con- 
tinues to the two remaining.

Authorities are to be call'd into Que- 
ſtion, or rather quite diſregarded; be- 
eauſe two or three Men caſually deliver- 
ing their own Cuſtoms, or Fancies, are 
not Vouchers for -every Place, for all 
Times, and for all People, which arc 
the Conditions abſolutely requiſite to 
Catholiciſm.

In ſpeaking of Ma- 
bam and Hagar, he fays expreſly, that 
before the Law of Moſes and the Goſ- 
pel, Adultery was not forbidden. 

St. Chryſoftom's Words in his twenty s:. Chryſoſt, 
ſecond Homily, are a ſufficient Proof, 4% 5.235. 

Se 
be exact either in his Expreſſions or his *. T0. . 
Thoughts. He excuſes Abraham's con- 
ſenting to the King of Egypt commit- 
ting Adultery with his Wife, upon 
a Pretence that Death in thoſe Days 
was not diſarm'd of its dreadful 
Terrors; and then excuſes Sarah's Fa- 
cility in conſenting to the Occaſion, 
and exhorts other Women to follow her 
Example.

St. Leo varies very often about the

St. Gregory the Great, was the laſt pieury 4. 
of the Fathers: in his. time Morality 36. . 45. 


was turned into Superſtition, and his 
Flattery to Phocas in placing his Image 
in the Church, (who murder'd his law- 
ful Sovereign Mauritius, and invaded 
his Throne) are great Marks that 
Weakneſs attend all Human Kind. 

Now what was erroneous in theſe 
Men, compounds no part of the Do- 
trine of the Catholick Church; be- 
cauſe what one or two or more be- 
lieved, was not what the whole Church 
of all Times, of all Chriſtians, of 
all Places believed. And 1 wiſh the 
Errors of ſome of theſe, mixed with 
thoſe of Heathen Rome, did not make 
the main Part of what now conſtitutes 
2 Romiſbh Church. 

Divine Faith muſt be Infallible, and 
no other but this Infallible Faith can 
be from God, teſtified by the Scrip- 
tures, as they were underſtood and 
deliver'd by the Apoſtles into the Hands 
of the Primitive Church, and by them 
eſtabliſned throughout the World. 

St. Thomas of Aquin, in his Theo- 
logical Sum, ſpeaks of the ground Work 
and nature of Faith, and ſays, Fides 
inſallibili veritati innititur, 4 1-1-4 
8. c. inf.) i. e. Faith is founded upon 


infallible Truth. And again, Fides

ovelatum eft, (22. J. 1. a. 1. c.) i. e. Faith 
does not aſſent to any Thing, but be- 
cauſe it is revealed by God. He adds 
Fidei non poteft ſubeſſe falſum, (ibid.) 
he gives the Reafon, quia ratio for- 
malis objefti, eft veritas prima, i. e. 
Faith cannot be liable to Falſhood, 
becauſe the conſtituting part of Faith 
is God the Revealer and firſt 'Truth, 
He ſays moreover, Papa non poteſt 
addere, minuere, vel mutare aliquid 
de articulis fidei vel Sacramentis Ec. 
clefie, fed ſolus Chriſtus, (3. 9. $3. 3. 3m. 
& abili,) i. e. The Pope cannot add, 
or take away, or change any Thing 
of the Articles of Faith, or Sacra- 
ments of the Church, but Chriſt only, 
This Divine's Authority is fo great in 


the Church of Rome, that the Fathers 


of Trent placed his Sum of Divinity 
alone with the Holy Scripture on a 
Table in the midſt of them, as the moſt 
compleat Interpreter of God's Word, 
and beſt Index of the Holy Fathers; 
And this is his Account of Faith given 
by himſelf. To bring to this Doctrine, 
and theſe Principles, the preſent Belief 
of the Church of Rome, is to ſap the 
Foundation of that Church, and to 
baniſh Popery for ever; as we may ſee 
by what here has been intimated; for 
that Faith which has vary'd, can nei- 
ther be Divine nor Infallible. But 

not- 
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notwithſtanding all the Evidence of 
the World, all the ſound Reaſoning 
that can be thought of, Popery will 
till be in repute with many weak Peo- 
ple, thro' a Political Stragatem which 
that Church has, of extolling as Saints 
all that make her large Donations, 
and of promoting as Men of Worth, 
all its Abetters, tho' but the Dregs 
of the People; and of furiouſly or 
artfully running down all its Oppoſers, 
at leaſt, as moſt grievous Offenders. 
Thus I find in reading Heury's Hiſtory al- 
moſt all the Popes that left either Money 
or Plate to Churches, or exerted ſtre- 
nuouſly the ambitious Uſurpations of 
Rome, to be Sainted, or Beatified ; 
tho many oß „them were exceeding 
Wicked; and this I ſhall take further 
notice of in my Divine Truths Vindi-

If upon fall Conviction in his Mind, 
he leave that Religion, he muſt be look d 
upon as an Apoſtate: I he be of the Pro- 
teſtant Communion, and ſo charitable 
as to inform them of their Errors, 
he muſt be regarded as an Heretick: 
And under any” of theſe Reflections, 
a Man may ſay or write what he 
pleaſes, yet he muſt not be believ'd, 
nor his Books read: So that by this 
matchleſs Contrivance, the Goſpel muſt 
come to be upon a Level with the 
Alcoran, with this difference, that 
as the Maſhuman can be only him who 
ys an abſolute Obedience to the 
Mi, directed by the Sword of the 
man; fo the true Believer muſt be 
only him, who pays an abſolute Obe- 
dience to the Biſhop of Rome, directed 
by the Pride of the Pope, who tho 


he is but one Man, yet muſt be con- 


ſidered forſooth in a double Capacity, 
namely, as Biſhop of Rome, and then as 


Vicar of Almighty God over the whole 


World, ſuch another as Cajus Caligula was, 
when he mounted the Capitol, and ſhook 
Hands with Jupiter. But fuch a Religion 


muſt have ſuch Bars, to bar out Truth. 


As for the PI/bility of that Church, 


ti woſt certain that no part of it was 


viſible till the Reign of Pope Leo the firſt, 


as T took netice of in my Sermon preached 
Mr 28 at 
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at Manc heſter; nor could it be yiftble; 
till the year of aur Lord ane thouſand,. 
four hundred and thirty nine, When 

by a pretended Decree of a General 
Council, their Doctrine was eſtabliſhed 
fraudulently at Fhrence, after the 
departure of the Greeks; which I have 

bekore touched upon. Nor could it 

be all entirely viſible till this preſent 

time, ſince new Articles have been 

lnce added. For nothing can be Viſible 

beforg it is in Being, and before this 

time, what now conſtitutes the preſent.
